the end of his second term.

,sor, either George W. Basil or A1 
Gore, will have to navigate 
stormier seas. Some forecasters 
are even worried about a reces- 
sion next year ^ a problem 
Clinton never had to confront os 
he presided over a record 
stretch, now in its lOtb year, of 
uninterrupted economic growth. 

“However one looks at It. the 
economic data recently have

TWIN FALLS - A delay in the 
shipment of flu vaccine is 
expected to create a .shortage in 
the Magic Valley until the end of 
December. 

The local health department 
will immunize only high-risk 
patients until then, offidtUs said. 

“We are hoping to have every- 
one who is high-risk immunized 
by mid-December," said Linda 
Frazier, tho district immuniza- 
tion coordinator for the South 
Central District Health 
Department in Twin Falls. 

A larger shipment of vaednes 
is scheduled to arrive Christmas 


Day, iif which point the health 
department will be^ immuniz- 
ing low-risk individuals, Frazier 
said. 

But, she caudoncfL there may 
Ik* further delays. 

“Unfortunaidy, wc still have a 
wiiy.s to go" before the shipment 
arrives, said district public rela- 
tions coordinator Monie Smith. 

Several vaccine roqnufaciur- 
ers ran into glitches in produc- 
- lion and are still catching up 
with the demand, Frazier said. 

“There is enough vaccine,” 
she said. “It's just slow getting 
here."

• Same day surgery 

Same day surgery wins the 
most improved award. It went 
from the 17th percentile in • 
March to the 59th in September. 

But the department's rank 
actually dropped after surgeons, 
nurses and other staff worked to 
improve their core. It dropped 
from the 17th percentile in 
March to 11th in June, according 
to Press, Ganey. 

“They were absolutely 
floored,” Bright said. “It’s a small 


(lepartmCil't, and we were won- 
dering what was going on, then 
we realized the competition wa.s 
so good.” 

The department had a raw 
• score of 91.4 in September, but 
•was only in the 59th percentile, 
according to Press, Cancy.

We’ve been remodeling a home for our 
son and daughter-in-law for about four 
months now. We've, therefore, been using 
tile county landfill. In August, the cost for 
our two loads of trash was $S and S12 
respectively. We have a pickup and trail- 
er. When we (as a countvl fin^y.gqt tiie 
tipping station completed, we were excit- 
ed to take the next load there. We were 
' told that because we had a 4-foot limb in 
our load that we could not dump there 
because "it might dem their trtdler." We, 
therefore, proceeded to the landfill and 
were charged $45, which was outrageous. 
Then came the last load In Novcml^r. We 
dumped and were charged $112- same 
midi, same trailer. 

I ask, "Where is the benefit to the dti- 
zens of Twin Falls County?" Many coun- 
ties in Idaho allow their dtizens to dump 
for no charge. We have inaeased 1,400 
percent in four months. Somewhere along 
the way, we’ve become the losers in this 
landfill situation. 

Don't be surprised if trash dumps start 
showing up all over the county because 
there ore probably a lot of people who 
won't or can’t afford to pay $112 to dump 
a load of trash.

A S Americans awmt 
the final verdict on 
this presidential elec* 
tion, they are being 
bombarded by a h^ 
of possibilities that test and strain 
their faithin the democradc elec- 
toral process. The raior-thin close- 
ness of the vote, the caU for 
recounts and the filing of lawsuits 
breaks new ground in the history 
of president contests. And the 
awful potential for a deepening 
crisis is in the back of everyone's 
mind. 

But as apparendy unprecedent- 
ed as this election is, it pales ' 

' when compared with die electoral 
deadlock exaedy 200 years ago. 
For, os anxious as the public is 
today about the impasse, no one 
seriously believes that it threat- 
ens the future of the republic or 
of democradc government. In the 
election of 1800, however, a tic in 
the Electoral College between 
Thomas Jefferson and liis 
Republican running mate for vice 
president, Aaron Burr, provoked 
one of the greatest political and 
constitutional crises in the history 
of the republic. 

The problem arose because 
.. under the Constitution (until die — 
passage of the 12ih amendment) 
.electors were to cast two votes. 

The person receiving the highest 
number, provided it was a majori- 
ty of the total vote, was to become 
president and the person receiv- 
ing the second highest vote, vice 
presidem. Republican electors in 
1800 made the almost fatal error 
of ^ving both Jefferson and Burr 
the same number of votes. 

, Burr’s unexpected refusal to . 
acquiesce and deny any claims to 
•the presidency in favor of 
Jefferson threw the clecdon into 
the House of Representatives and 
led to ever-deepening suspicion 
. and hostility between Jefferson’s _ 
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Republicans and the governing 
Federalists, who attempted to 
exploit the situation. 

From December 1800 until late 
February 1801, when the election 
was finally decided in the House 
of Representatives, the country 
teetered at the brink of disinte- 
gration. The atmosphere was 
feverish with tension, fear and 
confusion. Federalists and 
Republicans were willing to 
believe that their opponents were 
capable of virtually any action, no 
matter how trcaclicrous or vio- 
lent, in order to gain or retain 
power.. 

Rumors swept various state 
capitals as well as IVashington, 

D.C., which had just liecome the 
nation’s capital the previous 
June, about Federalist plots to 
deny Jefferson the presidency by 
a lisurpation of power or by 
throwing suppon to Burr, there 
were suspicious fires in 
Washington that both sides 
blamed on the other, and talk was 
-rife about stale militias arming,-u — 
possible dvil war and the 
breakup of the union. It was even 
rumored that Jefferson would be 
assassinated. 

Finally, after 36 ballots in the , 
Hou.se of Representatives, 

Jefferson was elected when sever- 
al Federalists either absented 
themselves or cast blank balloi.s. 
Thu-s, in 1800, confronted by the 
awful speacr of a political and 
constitutional aby^ a few public 
men rose above partisanship and 
ended the crisis. 

Then, unlike today, the 
Dmstiturion and the government - 
. were fragile and tenuous. And 
—many Americans, while they 


hoped for the best, feared that 
the 12-ycar-old Constitution, the 
republic and the union might not 
endure. Political opposition was 
regan^ as illegitimate, and each 
side distrusted the other with 
power. Nonetheless in 180(W)1, 
the republic withstood the 
threats and for the first time in 
American history, power was 
transferred from one party, the 
Federallst-s to another, the 
Republican.s 

Years afterward, Jefferson 
attested to the significance of the 
election when he wrote that the 
“revolution of 1800... was as real 
a revolution in the principles of 
our government as that of 1776 
was in its form.” Now, 200 years 
later, despite the intensity of the 
partisan ^vision between 
Democrats and Republicans the • 
increasing political tensions 
brou^t on by the stalemated 
election and the uncenaimy as to 
its resolution, no one questions 
whether the republic will survive.

TWIN FALLS - It’s on the shady 
side of 6 o’clock on a Friday morn- 
ing so cold that the rooster slept in. 
Three sleepy people, looking a little 
queasy and not a little dazed, are 
waving their outstretched arms in 
ever-diminishing circlc.s. 

“Keep it going!” barks Staff Sgt. 
Jason Kelly, the very embodiment 
of a square-jawed Marine. “Work 
out like Marines!" 

“I didn’t tell anybody to drop and 
give me 10 (push-ups) today,” he 
explained later. “But sometimes 1 
do.” 

This is a long way from Parris ’ 
Island - the ballet barre that lines 
the workout room arc a dead give- 
away - but Kelly and his colleague, 
Sgt. Mark Lciding, don’t pull many 
punches. Marine Corps-recruiters 
both, they're instructors in a Falls 


Avenue Fitness class that would 
make The Few proud. 

Marine Corps Fitness aims to give 
civilians a taste of the real deal. 

. “Of course, if these were real 
Marines, they’d be doing a run 
between the sets'of exercises," 
Leiding explained. “We don’t make 
them do that.” 

Actually, two of members of this 
morning’s class are Marines - recent 
recruits. But most of the rest of the 
dozen and a half students wh'o'vc 
attended the class at various times 
since it started six weeks ago are 
decidedly unmilitary. 

“The idea Is to make it as real as 
possible,” explained Derek 
Mole;, worth, who runs Falls Avenue 
Fitness and asked Leiding and Kelly 
to teach the course. “It’s an alterna- 
tive to more conventional fitness 
clas.scs.” 

Marine Corps Fitness, which is 
taught in a circuit-training format, is 


big on stamina - as you would 
expect - and conditioning, through 
sets of seven different exercises 
over a class that lasts less than an 
hour. 

Some of those exercise.s are aero- 
bic, some emphasize strength. Kelly 
and Lciding not only never miss a 
beat, they never run out of breath 
while lending them, barking encour- 
agement at full speed. 

“Fitness is something that’s part 
of the life of every Marine,” Lciding 
explained. “But there’s no reason 
the same exercises shouldn’t work 
for anybody else." 

Despite the rigors of the course - 
offered twice a week - there hasn’t 
been much attrition, Molcswurth 
said. Some early morning exerci.sers 
alternate it and other workout regi- 
mens at the health club. 

“It’s meant to be challenging,” he 
said. “To challenge you to reach 
your fitne.ss goal.” 


That said, neither Kelly nor 
Leiding are quite in the faces of 
their students as much as a real 
Marine drill instructor would be. 

“But we do yell enough to keep 
them going.” Leiding explained. 

The two sergeants, both from 
Montana, say- they’ll keep whipping 
Twin Falls into shape as long as 
they’re asked. .-Vnd they look suspi- 
ciously as if they’re liking it. 

“Give them a little taste being a 
Marine." said Kelly, smiling slightly. 

That would include reveille; It’s at 
S:4S.

Inexpensive wool becomes a masterpiece 


Barbara Skimin, of Huntington 
Woods, Mich., was overjoyed 
when she was selected “Best of 
Show" in a recent national 
sewing competition. It was the 
prestigious Fashion Challenge 
sponsored by Tlu’cads Magazine 
in conjunction willi tlic An arican 
Sewing Expo in Novi, Mich. 

Garment entries had to be 
inspired by an article in one of 
thc'past year’s is.sues. In Threads 
No. 87 (February/March 2000), a 
story by New York designers 
Tom and Linda Plou gave S^min 
(}ic Idea for a felted wool jacket. 
While the Platts used $60-per- 
yard boiled wool for their single- 
layer coat that featured minimal 
construction, without facings and 
hems, Skimin realized she could 



get a similar effect by stirinking 
inexpensive gray wool fabric in 
the washer and dryer. Thi-s felt- 
ing process compacted the 
yardage and made it more dense. 

By constructing a simple cardi- 
gan without side scams in scrap 
fabric, she created a master pat- 
tern thatshc cut apart Into large 
sections. Her emb^shment for’ 
the gray felted wool consisted of 


curved strips made of colorful 
felted pieces from old sweaters. 
These were joined together and 
the strips were then carefully 
inserted between Jacket sections. 

Next she programmed decora- 
tive “crazy quilting" stitches into, 
her sewing machine and sewed 
around the edges of the strips 
with a heavy Egyptian cotton 
thread called Cotty. Jacket edges 
were finished with one-quaner- 
inch strips of Ultrasuede. A 
matching vest and trousers com- 
pleted the outfit.

Paul Wood certainly subscribes 
to that belief. 

His grandfather died of a heart 
atmek when he was 48. His father 
died of a heart attack at 57, and 
his older brother met the same 
fate at 48. 

Wood, a 5I-ycar-t)Jd Dallas 
CPA, says he’s so determined to 
break this tragic trend in his fam- 
ily that he works out six or seven 
days a week at The Cooper 
Aerobics Center in Nortli Dallas. 
He has been u runner since he 
was 2B and has competed in lOKs 
and marathoas. Often, he joins a 
cycling class at the Cooper cen- 
ter, where Ills heart rate is moni- 
tored during a heavy workout. 

*Tm not dead,” he points out 
■ with deadpan humor after com? 
pleting a rigorous weight-lifting 
routine at the center. “But I’m 
not uverdoing it cither." 

Some people may wonder 
whether Wood's strenuous work- 
outs pul him at risk for a heart 
attack. Bui a new study has 
shown that people who work out 
all the time are at less risk of col-

exercise less than once a week.

estimated 225,000 Americans 
each year. 

The report’s findings were 
drawn from the Physicians’- 
Health Study, an ongoing aniy- 
sis of the lifestyles and health of 


Albert, a cardiologist and 
researcher at Brigham and 
Women’s Hospital in Boston, 
which assisted in the study. 

In fact, the report, published 
this month in the New England 
Journal of Medicine, documents 
a relatively small number of sud- 
den deaths from cardiac causes 
among a group of doctors who 
claim to exercise regularly. The 
study concluded that the inci- 
dence of a sudden death during 
vigorous exertions was only one 
for every l.Smillion episodes. 

That comes as good news to 
people like Lance Charriere, a. 
57-year-old Dallas contractor who 
works out at the Cooper center at 
least six days a week. He says he 
didn’t need a study to keep him 
going 

“Regular exercise goe.<: a long 
way in preventing a lot of things 
that arc detrimental to your 
body," says the barrel-chested 
weight lifter, who also runs, 
walks and bikes. “And Pm sure it 
strengthens your heart.” 

Sudden cardiac arrest, general- 
ly caused by heart attacks or 
rhythm disturbances, kills an 


1982. Researchers at several 
Boston hospitals and the Harvard 
School of Public Health inter- 
viewed the doctors about their 
previous exerdse habits as well 
as noting the circumstances of . 
those who had died suddenly. 

They were able to isolate 122 
sudden deaths among the doctors 
in the study. Of them,' 23 
occurred during vigorous exer- 
tions, induding jogging and rac- 
quet games. A few were doing 
yard work or home repairs. 

It conduded “the absolute risk 
of sudden death during any par- 
ticular episode of vigorous exer- 
tion v,^ extremely low.” 

While the study did not indude 
women, experts say its results 
apply to them in general. 

“No one should begin an overly 
vigorous exerdse redmen with- 
out consulting their d^or," says 
Dr. Kevin Wheelan, co^iireeior of 
the cardiology department at 
Baylor Medical Center. “But 
•women arc often more sensible 
when they start exerdsing. Men 
tend to be a little more macho 
about being able to do what they 
did in college."

Generics could be the answer 
to U.S. drug-cost woes 


AJden Bohlig spax much of his 
life teaching teen-agers mauiemat- 
ics, so he Imows when the num- 
bers don't odd up.. Why spend up 
to 530 a month for a brand-name 
arthritis drug when he could pay 
only 55 by taking the generic ver- 
sion instead? 

By substituting generics for his 
artluids and other medication he 
takes regularly. Bohlig says he 
saves about 565 each month. 
"\yhy pay a p re mium for the same 
thing?" osks the 82-year-old 
redrud school teacher from Long 
Beach, Calif. “I appreciate that 
-the-drug companies invest money- 
in research. But I don’t wont to fat- 
ten their bank occounts at my 
expense.” 

Like millions of other 
Americans, Bohlig is fed up with 
the rising costs of presenption' 
drugs, which have been growing 
four dmes faster than the rate of 
inflation. The increases affect 
everyone, especially the elderly, 
those with chronic illnesses and 
the uninsured. Consumers with 
coverage ore affected more indi- 
rectly, through higher co-pay- 
ments and deducdbles,' ond'esca-"" 
ladng insurance-premium costs. 

Lately overlooked in the heat- 
ed debate over drug spending ore 
simple steps consumers can take 
to save money. One recent study 
found that a 10 percent increase 
in generic-drug use in the United 
States would cut drug costs by 
more than 511 billion annually. 

“Every percentage point of 
increased usage tran^tes into a 
savings of 51 billion annually,” 
says Tim R. Covington, a pharma- ' 


Cist at Samford University in 
Binninghom, Ala., which released 
the stu^ last month. 

When there is no generic substi- 
tute, other medicines in a family 
of drugs - say, onddepressoms or 
ulcer medications - may be less 
expensive. Sometimes, over-the- 
counter remedies such os Motrin 
.. or Zantac con be subsdtuted for 
their costlier prescripdon-strength 
versons. But despite on avalanche 
of evidence to the contrary, 
there's a lingering perception that 
generics are somehow inferior to 
their brand-name counterparts. So 
perhaps it’s not surprising that 
even though obout 70 percent of 
“prescrlption'drugs have generic 
twins, use of these drugs has 
remained frozen at 40 percent to 
42 percent of total U.S. presaip- 
dons since 1993, according to (he

But for people prone to the blues, 
the relentless ^ce of good times - 
seeing relatives, rubbing up 
again.st old memories - can trigger 

depressioa 

“We put too much pressure on 
ourselves to have a good time, to 
make it really special, to make 
everybody happy,” says Richard 
O’Connor, tf thmpist in New York 

and Coiuiccticut who has survived 

two bouts of depresaon. 

“A person who is vulnerable to 
depression feels like the oddball 
anyway, feels like they are view- 
ing life through a window on a 
room where everybody seems to 
be haying a good time. That 
makes them feel worse.” 

Depression has been around a 
long time: The word despair is 
from a Latin verb meaning “to be 
without hope.” And it seems like it 
will be with us for the foreseeable 
future. The World ‘Health 
Organization estimates depression 
will be the se^nd leading cause of 
death and'dirability by 2030. 

The disease strikes 10 percent 
to 20 percent of us: one in four 
\vomen, 1 in 10 men, 1 in 50 chil- 
dren. More than 10 percent of its 
rictims kill themselves; there are 
30,000 suiddes a year. It runs up a 
annual tab of SS3 billion in treat- 
ment. 

And it appears to be getting pro- 
gressively worse, as well as strik- 

ing'earlier. Babres'bdrTriri'2000 

may have their first depressive 
bout by age 20, says O’Connor, 
author of “Undoing Depression: 
What Theraw Doesn’t Teach You 
and Medication Can’t Give You” 
(Berkeley, S12.9S). 

As a disease, depression is as 
variable as an autumn sky'. Like 
the poet’s fog, it can come in on lit- 
tle cat feet: sneaking up on joy, 
curling around pleasure, slipping 
into the soul. Or depression can 
terrify, like an angry lion. 
a “I felt like something horrible 
was happening to.me," recalls 
O’Connpr, 53, of his first experi- 
ence with depression. “I didn’t 
understand what it was.

• This is the time of year when 
most experts remind homeowners 
to arrange to have their furnaces 
checked for. safety, and to make 
mre they have at least one work- 
ing carbon monoxide detector. 
Indusipr cstimates-hold that the 
, majority of homeowners don’t 
seek an annual inspection, and 
that only 27 percent of U5. hotise- 
holds have a carbon monoxide 
alarm. 

This might explain why the U.S. , 
Centers for Disease Control in ' 
Atlanta Mys carbon monoxide is 
the leading cause of accidental 
poisoning nationally. 

McEwen saj^ there’s good news 
and bad news in the effort to curb 
poisoning by carbon monoxide, 

^so known as CO. The gopd news 
is that technology. developed in 
the 1990s led to the availability of 
a new type of extra^ensitive mon- 
itor known as a PCA, or Portable 
Combustion Analyzer. 

Contractors armed with a PCA 
can do a better job spotting safety 
problems in a furnace, and can 
also Hne-tune a furnace to make it 
more effident 

The bad news is that the 
increased popidarity of gas fire- 
places - es^ally the vent-free 
variety - bring one more po^ble 
source of carbon monoxide into 
the home. Ideally, according to 
McEwen and oth^ hoineowners 
should have every gas-fir^ appli- 
ance checked-annually.-“Burl —

; It may be harder than you think to figure out 
’ how just much to drink and still drive safely 


A page for you and your neighbors. 


You're at the annual holiday 
office party and you’ve had a 
drink or t\so. Now you’re trying to 
fignrcTJurlfyoaYe un to dnveT 

If you like to play by the num- 
bers, here’s the key one: .10, the 
blood alcohol level that can net 
:^you an automatic DUI in many 
: states. 

For now, you think, you don’t 
have to worry about legislation 
that President Clinton signed in 
. October to set a national standard 
: for drunk- en driving at .08. That 
■ lower limit could be at least foUr 
years atvay. 

But whichever limit you choose, 
it can be tricky to gauge your 
blood alcohol content from the 
number of drinks you’ve had. 
What it takes to reach a certain 
. level varies from person to person, 

; influenced by such variables as 
; weight, age and when someone 

• last ate. And before you get too 
! hung up on numbers, consider 
' this: Alcohol can begin to affect 
. you long before you reach .10, or 
; evgp .08, for that matter - a fact 

• law enforcement agencies would 
like to point out. And if your dri^ 

' ving is substantially impaired by 
; drinking you can be convicted of 
‘ DUI whether you’re reached a .10 
'level or noL 

Blood alcohol content Is primar- 
ily determined by how much alco- 
hol you drink, how long you’ve 
been drinking and your weight. 
The blood alcohol content of a 
100-pound person will be about 
twice as high as it will -be for a 20(k 
pound person who drinks the 
same amount. 

. That helps explain the different 
numbers thrown around in the 
arguments for and against the 
; new. federal DUI standard. 

The American Beverage 
Insdnite denounced the called-mr 
— legalTimit of a .OS-blood alcohol^ 
content as “an attack on social 
drinkers.” 

Under the new limit, a 120- 
pound woman who drinks tw'o 
glasses of wine over a two-hour 
period could face arrest and loss 
of her license, the institute said. 

Mothers Against Drunk Driving 
argued for the law, saying that a 
typical 170- pound man would 
• -have lo huve-four-drinks in an- 
hour to reach a .08 blood alcohol 
content. 

IVho's right? As far a.s the num- 
bers, both arc, thanks to the di^ 
ferences iri weight and gender. 

When you piay the numbers 
game, it also depends on how you 
define a drink. 

Under MAOD’s definitiun, one 
drink equals 1.5 ounce.s of hard 
liquor, one 12«uncc can of beer or 
one Bounce glass of . wine. But tlic 
American Beverage Institute, in 
.its example of the 120-pnund 
woman, uses a 6-ouncc glass of 
wine. Spokesman John Boyle 
•points to it national survey of 
-restaurants that found 6 otinces-is“" 
the .standard for a gla.ss of tvinc. 

Even if everybody agreed what 
. constitutes a drink, predicting 
blood alcohol content remains 
t ricky . It’s why. the.National. . 
Transportation Safety Admin- 
. istration no longer engages in 
sucli calculations, even thougli it.s ' 
blood alcohol estimations arc used 
by both .sides of the debate. The 
point is, says spokesman Rae 
Tyson; If you’re at .08. you 
sliouldn’t \k driving. 

“If someone else wants to 
— dcbatc-wliafit-take.s lo geryou” “ 
there, tliai’s fine, but tliis agency 
will not do that,” Tyson says, 

The Internet is full of sites 
where a person can estimate his 
blood alcohol content after plug- 
ging in his weight, sex and how- 
much he’s had to drink. Because 
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of all the variables involved, the 
use of such calculators to figure 
out if someone has reached the 
legal limit is strongly discouraged. 

“If anybody use's a chart to 
determine what they’re going to 
drink to, they’re irresponsible,” 
Boyle says. “They should never 
use some sort of artificial estima- 
tor to determine what their 
tlireshold is.” 

The new legislation puts atten- 
tion on numbers. What-drivers — 
may not know is they can be 
charged and conricied of driving 
wliile intoxicated at pretty much 
any blood alcohol content.
